Valentine 
Catherine Ralls were early 
pioneers who settled in the 
Jacksonville-Willow springs 
area in 1852. Valentine was 
a farmer, a miner and a 
blacksmith. He was in min- 
ing partners with his broth- 
ers, William and J. L. Ralls. 
They had several claims in 
the Blackwell and Willow 
springs areas. Catherine 
and Valentine had 13 chil- 
dren. They lost one son in 
1863 when he fell off a hay 
wagon onto a pitch-fork. 

In June 1871, 19- 
year old Hannah Ralls fin- 
ished school and got a job 
as a domestic servant for 
the James D. Fay family. 
James Fay was a 36-year 
old lawyer with a wife and 
4-year old son. In 1861, 
before Fay moved to Jack- 
sonville, he was elected to 
the Oregon House of Repre- 
sentatives. He made some 
good friends as well as 
some powerful enemies 
during his early political ca- 
reer. Fay had been accused 
by the editor of a Portland 
paper of bribery and buying 
the votes of other senators. 
Fay defended himself in a 
masterful way and the 

newspapers car-

ried the political fight be- 
tween the Republicans and 
Democrats in every issue. 
Fay seemed to delight in his 
political battle, but at the 
height of his fight a per- 
sonal incident almost 
brought him to his knees.

On February 25, 
1872, Hannah Ralls con- 
fessed to her father that 
James Fay was the father of 
her new baby girl. Hannah 
had disguised her condition 
during her pregnancy and 
when her time came on 
February 16, she went into 
the woods and had the 
baby alone. When Hannah 
told James Fay about the 
baby, he just laughed. This 
prompted Hannah to finally 
tell her father the truth of 
the baby's father. 


Finger At Fay 


Hannah told her fa- 
ther that when she was 
hired by Mr. & Mrs. Fay to 
look after their small son 
Fay had seduced her. 

The next Saturday 
Valentine Ralls went to 
town to buy a saddle, then 
he stopped at Breithbarth's 
Saloon for a glass of beer. 
He saw Fay Sitting in a 
chair reading the newspa- 
per. When the two men saw 
each other, Fay Jumped up

and they both drew their pis- 
tols. Ralls fired and the bul- 
let hit Fay’s gun and split it 
in two. Pieces of Fay’s gun 
passed through his coat, 
struck a pocket book and 
glanced off a rib. Fay ran 
behind the counter as Ralls 
exited the saloon firing two 
more shots behind him. 
Ralls mounted his horse and 
rode home. 

Ralls and Fay were 
both charged with disturbing 
the peace and Ralls was in- 
dited for attempted murder. 


Hannah published an af- 
fidavit in the Herald as to the 
paternity of her child and 
Fay was indicted to answer 


the charge. The scandal 
started a newspaper battle 
for and against Senator Fay 
that covered the entire state. 
During the trial, Fay’s de- 
fense brought forth a young 
man named George Tribble. 
Tribble worked on a farm 
near the Rall’s place and he 
testified he had relations 
with Hannah on the 11th 
day of May, 1871. The inci- 
dent was alleged to have 
taken place between Rock 
Point and Jacksonville when 
Tribble gave Hannah a ride 
to Jacksonville. 


Tribble’s reputation was 
attacked by the defense 


when it brought out that Trib- 
ble had been prosecuted as a 
horse thief in Polk County 
and that he had escaped be- 
ing sentenced by turning 
State's evidence against his 
partners. 

Hannah was infuriated at 
Tribble’s testimony. She gath- 
ered up her younger sister, 
Fanny, and went to Jack- 
sonville in search of Tribble. 
When the two sisters found 
him they took their buggy 
whips and ‘cow-hided’ him up 
and down the boardwalk 
streets of Jacksonville. They 
drew a crowd of on-lookers, 
mostly the bar crowd who 
were betting on the young 
lasses. 

The Democratic 
Times chastised the young 
ladies for taking the law into 
their own hands: “All over our 
country there seems to be a 
strong disposition amongst 
women who ignore all legal 
means to  redress_ for 
grievances and to take the law 
into their own hands. Every- 
day, almost, we read of some 
case of this kind. Whether 
this be a natural consequence 
of the teachings of Female 
Suffragists, or merely a, new 
“cropping out” of human de- 
pravity “this deponent sayeth 
not”. But we DO say, what- 
ever the cause may be, that 
women are thereby dis- 
graced.” 

At the trial, Hannah ad- 
mitted she rode into Jack- 
sonville with Tribble, but she 
said that another neighbor, 
T.L. Beck, was behind them 
50 yards during the trip and 
that he could see their buggy 
at all times. Beck testified he 
made the same trip, but was 
not within eye sight of Trib- 


ble’s wagon the entire time. 

Ralls filed a perjury indict- 
ment against Tribble. Tribble 
made no statement in his de- 
fence and the court found there 
was not sufficient evidence to 
find him guilty of perjury. He 
disappeared soon after the trial. 
When the trial ended, Ralls was 
acquitted of the charge of at- 
tempted murder and Fay was 
acquitted of the seduction 
charge. 

In 1874, Hannah married 
John Mansfield and they moved 
to Benton County. They raised 
Hannah's baby girl and had 
several children of their own. 
Senator Fay's wife died in 1874. 
He moved to San Francisco and 
remarried. He continued his 
stormy career and was always 
in “political” hot water. 


On May 20, 1879, while in 
Marshfield, Oregon, he either 
was killed or committed suicide 


the newspaper reported: 
“James Fay committed suicide 
at Empire City this morning at 
half-past 7 O'Clock by shooting 
himself through the head. The 
particulars are about as fol- 
lows: He was in Sprague’s Sa- 
loon at the time, Mr. Sprague 
leaving Mr. Fay sitting alone. 
Shortly after going out, 
Mr.Sprague heard a pistol shot 
in the saloon, and running in 
found Mr.Fay still sitting in the 
chair with his head bent for- 
ward, and the blood flowing 
from a wound in his right tem- 
ple, his pistol was lying in his 
lap with two chambers empty, 
looking as if just discharged. He 
died without speaking or mov- 
ing after Sprague reached him. 
Dr. Mackay testified that death 
resulted instantaneously with 


the shot.” 

“No reason can 
be assigned for this act, if it 
be suicide..."That a man so 
situated in life should, in his 
sane moments, put an end 
to his own existence is too 
preposterous a thought to be 
entertained. Many of his 
friends here, as well as in 
San Francisco, think the cir- 
cumstances point to some- 
thing more than suicide, 
that his death was instanta- 
neous with the wound in his 
temple and his pistol lying in 
his lap (instead of falling to 
the table or the floor) pre- 
clude the idea, with some, 
that the shot was fired by 
himself. Be that as it may, 
we most fervently say with 
family and friends. Requi- 
escat in pace.” 

Valentine Rallis died the 
next year at age 59

About a mile north of Eagle 
Point sits the old Wood 


homeplace. Walter Wood and his 
wife, Lottie, lived in the house with 
Walter's mother, Susan Hart. In 
1911, an incident took place near 
the house that had the neighbors 
buzzing and taking sides. The 
Medford Mail Tribune reported the 
event: “ Last Sunday, the 23 inst., 
two women met out on the desert 
about a mile north of town and had 
a regular knock down and drag out 
time of it. Whereupon Chris 
Wooley appeared before his 
honor, Judge Watkins, and 
demanded a warrant for the arrest 
of Mrs. Walter Woods on the 
charge of assault with a dangerous 
weapon, to wit, a rock, with the 
intent to do bodily injury to his wife, 
Mrs. Margaret Wooley. The warrant 
was issued and placed in the 
hands of our deputy sheriff, Roy 
Ashpole and he made the arrest, 
and she was released on her own 
recognizance. The examination is 
to be held on Wednesday 
afternoon at 3 O'clock. Prof. P. H. 
Doley {Dailey} was appointed as 
special deputy district attorney to 
attend to the case on behalf of the 
state, and Walter Wood, the 
defendant's husband, acted for the 
defense. There were but three 
witnesses called for the 
prosecution, Dr.Holt being the 
most important as he was called to 
dress the wounds. There were 
three witnesses called for the 
defense, but two of them. the 
Castor boys, knew nothing “lprenil 
the affair. After hearing the 
evidence his honor bound the 
defendant over to the grand jury in 
the sum of $300 and her husband 
and his mother, Mrs. John Hart 
went on her bonds.

Maranda Johnson came to the 
Little Butte area in 1853. When she 
turned 15, in 1858, she married Lewis 
Geary, a wagon maker from 
Pennsylvania. Lewis and Maranda 
moved to the upper Applegate area 
where they had four children. In 1872 
Maranda gave birth to her fifth child. 
Her oldest daughter, Phoebe died of 
diphtheria and two weeks later 
Maranda died. They are both buried in 
the Logtown Cemetery. The Geary 
family moved to the upper Elk Creek 
area where Lewis and Maranda’s 
mother, Susanna Mathews Johnson 
raised the children. For more 
information on this family read Settling 
The Rogue Valley: by Barbara Hegne 
(available at the Eagle Point Historical 
Society gift shop. 


Buffalo Gloves On Display 


“The gloves must be 150 years old”, said Ted 
Greb when he placed them on my desk. Then he added, 
“guess what they are?” To me they looked like a brown, 
fuzzy sheep and J told him so. “Nope”, he said, “Buffalo 
hide. They belonged to my great grandfather. He lived 
in North Dakota.” 

The gloves are actually full-length mittens, 14 
inches from fingertip to end. They look mighty warm 
and would serve their master well in the cold North 
Dakota winter. 

The gloves belonged to Chris Hendrick Ludwig 
Paetow. He was born in Prussia in 1841. Chris has 
many descendants living in the Eagle Point area.

They came here by horseback and on 
wagons loaded with their earthly possessions. 
They quieted the Indian’s fury, built homes and 
made the laws. 

They had faith and hope in the future and 
as they cultivated the land and tamed the wild 
creeks, they made the valley bloom. 

Those early pioneers of Eagle Point be- 
came our forefathers, our grandparents and our 
parents, of them we reflect and remember. 

These people, for the most part,led a sim- 
ple, but hard life never dreaming that the turn of 
a plow or knuckles touched to a washboard 
would be of interest to anyone in the future, but 
they were wrong. 

The Eagle Point Historical Society cele- 
brated our first pioneers in June.
